Additional Backup Information

The purpose of the Ryan White Part A HIV Emergency Relief Project is to provide support to clients who have
been affected by HIV/AIDS and who reside in the five-county Transitional Grant Area that includes Bastrop,
Caldwell, Hays, Travis, and Williamson counties. The program’s goal is to assure access to primary medical care
and medications as well as to provide critical support services necessary to maintain individuals in the system of
HIV care. These services are provided in partnership with local organizations including Waterloo Counseling
Center, Inc., a mental health counseling agency with services provided by licensed counselors.

On September 28, 2010, the Austin Area Comprehensive HIV Planning Council completed its legislatively
mandated responsibility of prioritizing services and allocating 2011-2012 Part A grant funds by HIV service
category based on demonstrated need through its annual planning and allocation process. The HIV Planning
Council allocated $15,000 for Psychosocial Support Services with the requirement that HIV support group services




be provided by a licensed mental health services professional with HIV services experience. Because the HIV
support group service was a newly funded service, a request for applications was made available to current
providers of HIV mental health services. Three applications were received and evaluated according to HIV
Planning Council directives and other criteria and Waterloo Counselling Center was selected as most responsive.

All Department grant application requests are reviewed by the Budget Office prior to submission to ensure that the
grant minimizes the financial impact to the City.
